Even ar the attackers faded into

voy was made ready at Tientsin, 25 
miles to Hie west, to aet out in 
pursuit. 
Stung by the biggest casualty toll 
in a long .series of clashes with North 
China irregulars, Col Julian N. Fria­ 
ble, com m ander of the Filth M ar­

Second Attempt 
The reports of the fighting were 
fragm entary, saying that one m a­ 
rine tank was disabled by a land 
mine, and th at several explosions 
of stored am m unition rocked the 
dump,

Marine fighter planes were called 
out but the Chinese Iud vanished 
before tile airm en could get into 
action. 
This .same dump was raided last 
October 3 by an estim ated 200 Chi­ 
nese who wounded a marine slight­ 
ly but left several of their own dead 
behind. They succeeded in carrying 
off some am m unition. 
That may have been their motive 
this time, bu* they found the dump 
manned by about a company of m a­ 
rines from the Fir t Battalion ol 
the First Marine Division.

In ­ 
side the egg was a magnificent 
group of jewels . , . gold, plati­ 
num, enamel and precious gems 
. . . all so expertly m ade th at 
they fitted one within the other, 
and were placed w ithin t im egg 
shell so that even the m ost crit­ 
ical eve could not detect the 
"surprise” until the egg was; bro­ 
ken open. The Czar was so pleas­ 
ed that Faberge had a standing 
order to produce two such eggs 
every Easter thereafter, out* for 
the Czarina and the other for his 
mother. It is believed th a t 49 of 
the Imperial eggs are still in ex­ 
istence.

Chief purpose of the sessions, ac­ 
cording to church officials, will be to 
assess the losses suffered by Luth­ 
eranism during the war, to evaluate 
its position in the world situation 
today, and to lay the groundwork 
for a new, solidified approach to 
common problems and responsibili­ 
ties.
